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Continuation of 3c. does not place the applicant in condition of allowance because: in a broad reading of the claims, the rejection still 
applies. The appliant argues that Schnepp-Pesch reference fails to disclose a portion of the deployable wire is located within at least one 
lumen and is coupled to the thrombectomy wire. The examiner, respectfully, disagrees. It is noted that fig. 2 of Schnepp-Pesch can be 
defined element 2 as a deployable wire that is located within at least one lumen and is coupled to the thrombectomy wire (1 ), and where 
the deployable wire is capable of substantially flush with the thrombectomy wire when the segment 2 wil be straightened out on the same 
plane with the wire 21. Furthermore, applicant argues that Jenkins fails to disclose a portion of the deployable wire is located within at 
least one lumen and is coupled to the thrombectomy wire. The examiner, respectfully, disagrees. It is noted that fig. 3 of Jenkins can be 
defined element 12 as a deployable wire that is located within at least one lumen and is coupled to the thrombectomy wire (32), and 
where the deployable wire is capable of substantially flush with the thrombectomy wire when the segment 12 wil be straightened out on 
the same plane with the wire 24. Accordingly, the above noted reference is still considered to read on the claimed limitations of the 
claims noted. 
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
